The  Legislature. 

The  report  of  the  State  Board  of  A-ses- 
sors  on  the  Morris  and  Essex  Ra.lroad 
case  was  presented  in  the  Senate,  Tues¬ 
day,  and  ordered  printed-  The  substance 
of  the  report  is  as  follows  :  After  mature 
lolibonatlon  upon  all  the  facts  developed 
by  the  examinatiou  made  by  them  in  the 
discharge  of  the  duty  imposed  upon  them 
by  the  act  of  1836,  the  Board  has  been  led 
to  the  conclusion  and  do  therefore  report 
that,  in  their  opinion,  the  Morris  and  Es¬ 
sex  Railroad  Company  has  reported  the 
cost  of  its  road  for  taxation  at  much  less 
than  its  real  cost,  from  the  year  1882  to 
the  present  time ;  and  that  thereby  It  has 
withheld  from  the  State,  in  violation  of  its 
charter  and  supplements,  large  sums  of 
money  justly  due  it,  and  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  (if  interest  be  added  thereto), 
apparently  to  more  than  one  million  dol¬ 
lars  Jt  is  proper  that  the  Board  should 
state  tfiat,  impressed  with  the  grave  im¬ 
portance  of  the  subject  matter  of  their  in¬ 
vestigation,  and  with  the  magnitude  of  the 
interests  involved,  they  have  given  the 
most  careful  consideration  of  every  step 
leading  them  to  the  conclusion  above  ex¬ 
press  ed.” 

The  Report  also  says  :  “That  such  an 
immense  sum  of  money,  *1,246  290.23, 
should  have ,  been  kept  back  from  the 
State  by  the  company  seems  almost  in¬ 
credible." 

The  bill  to  repeal  eharter  of  the  Morris 
and  Essex  Railroad,  after  having  passed 
the  second  reading  in  the  House,  was  on 
Wednesday  amended  by  a  provision  that 
the  billi should  not  take  effect  June  1st, 
nor  at  all,  if  the  company  surrender  its 
contracts  with  the  State. 

Senate  bill  No.  125,  which  fixes  the  agri¬ 
cultural  station  in  the  State  needed  under 
the  act  of  Congress  appropriating  *15,090 
for  suck  a  purpose,  was  put  upon  its  final 
reading  and  passed  unanimouly. 

The  Senate  cleared  its  calendar  Wednes¬ 
day  and  adjourned  to  Monday  night. 
Senator  McBride  tried  to  call  up  his  reso¬ 
lution  providing  for  sine  die  adjournment 
on  Apri|i  2,  but  the  effort  failed.
